This frame duplex was built after 1915, It is four bays wide
by three long bays deep. Its gable end faces the street. A 6/6
window lights each bay on each floor on the north and south sides.
Four 6/6 windows light the second floor on the east facade. A
window and door open into each half of the house on the first floor.
A shed-roofed porch with square posts is divided in two by a waist-
high panel of thin boards placed horizontally., Similar panels
enclose the north and south sides of the porch, The house is covered
with green aluminum siding, It is positioned over a concrete block
cellar,
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Land records indicate that this property belonged to James
and Bessie Reed. Local history indicates that James and Bessie
Reed constructed this house around the turn of the century. The
Reed family continued to live in the house until it was sold to
Walter S. Mack in 1951. Mr. Mack has continued to own the property
since that period. Mr. Walter Mack is one of the sons of one of
the oldest of the original families of E., Towson., Edward Mack,
father of Walter Mack, is ninety-six years old.
